a Barry man saw Cannon 
unconscious outside his 
home in Woodlands 
Road. He went to check 
on his condition and 
believed Cannon was 
extremely drunk but in 
his waistband he spotted 
a hunting knife with 
a 15-inch blade. He 
returned to his home 
and called the police. 

Barrister Ruth Smith 
said Cannon had a 
sad background and 
clearly suffered from 
anxiety. She said he 
self medicated and 
suffered agoraphobia. 

He carried the weapon 
for self protection. 

“He was firmly of the 
view that he would never 
have used that knife. 

“Normally he is intel¬ 
ligent and rational but 
it seems he needs help. 

“His mother supports 
him and if he went 
into custody his prob¬ 
lems could increase.”

SINGER Charlotte Church 
has unveiled plans to turn 
part of her Dinas Powys home 
into a school for 20 children. 

A planning application has been 
lodged with the Vale Council for the 
project which involves converting 
an annex into the learning centre. 

The former child star, musician, 
presenter and campaigner says she 
will pay for the school herself in 
its first year. It will be non fee-pay¬ 
ing and will educate 20 young¬ 
sters aged between nine and 12. 

The school will be temporar¬ 
ily set up in a two storey annex 
before a permanent site is found. 

Ms Church will have to overcome 
a potential planning row before 
opening with some neighbours 


said to be against the plans due 
to fears over noise and traffic. 

She said: “Since I’ve had kids, I 
have become much more interested in 
education and child development. We 
started looking at schools and different 
mainstream options available to us. 
It became apparent that mainstream 
is struggling with underfunding and 
overcrowding; teachers are incredibly 
tested. It’s not their fault the way 
things are - the system is not working.” 

Pupils would be given a say over 
the rules of the new school and what 
should happen if someone breaks them, 
how they want lessons to be delivered, 
what food they eat and where they buy 
it from, and how they travel to school.

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Is the public really 
being consulted 
through public 
consultations? 


I WRITE with regard to an arti¬ 
cle that was published recently 
in the local press on ‘Have 

your say on future development’. 

I presume they were referring to the Welsh Gov¬ 
ernment’s New National Development Plan, the 
closing date for the consultation period is November 
1. 

As this development will affect every area of the 
Vale from Cardiff to Llantwit Major, the Welsh 
Government states that over the next 20 years, 
14,000 new homes will be needed across Wales; 57 
per cent in our area, 5,800 each year for the first five 
years. It has the potential to impact every commun¬ 
ity in this area. 

We have already had 10,000 new homes forced 
upon us with the result that most roads in the area 
are gridlocked twice a day and indeed, at times 
throughout the day - particularly at Weycock Cross 
and Culverhouse Cross. 

How on earth will these same roads cope with 
thousands of extra houses and the vehicles that they 
will bring? 

There are also problems with schools being full 
for the new September intake (Llantwit Major Com¬ 
prehensive being one); doctors’ and dentists’ surger¬ 
ies are already stretched - is anyone at the Planning 
Department factoring in these problems? 

The Welsh Government and the Vale Council 
have declared a ‘climate emergency’ and have 
ramped up their recycling efforts (ours, actually). 
This is a very small part of climate change and is 
dwarfed by carbon emissions from traffic. Their 
only response is to give lip service to “enhancing” 
local transport systems, dependent on other agencies 
upgrading existing train and bus services. So not 
much of a change there - at least not enough to get 
people to use public transport to go about their daily 
business. 

There is also the destruction of wildlife habitats 
when those building sites are created, so local people 
do need to have their say - or at least have these pro¬ 
posals brought out into the public domain and some 
of the main points made clear to us. 

So will this Welsh Government document be 
another case of ‘hidden’ consultation periods by our 
local councils and politicians?

More traffic might 
lead to gridlock 

E XTRA traffic using the A4055 
Cardiff Road between Gladstone 
Road and Biglis (MacDonald’s) 
roundabouts is likely to result in up 
to 35 per cent more traffic by 2026. 

This could mean gridlock. 

Who says so? The Vale Council’s own consult¬ 
ants, Capita Symonds in their 2013 Highway Impact 


Assessment. Only 14 per cent of traffic currently 
travelling to or from Dinas Powys emanates from 
or turns on to the A4231 Link Road. The majority 
remains on the A4055 Cardiff Road. 

Who says so? The Vale Council’s own consult¬ 
ants, Arcadis in their 2018 draft report into transport 
along the Dinas Powys corridor. The Barry to Car¬ 
diff Link Road Group endorses the comments made 
by Dennis Harkus in last week’s GEM. 

Yes, we’ve lobbied to ensure relief is given to 
traffic through Dinas Powys. It is the only section of 
the Vale of Glamorgan’s Strategic Highways with¬ 
out a by-pass around its primary settlement; but this 
should not be to the detriment of neighbouring areas. 

That’s why we proposed the alternative by-pass 
route from the Merrie Harrier to Ffordd y Mileniwm 
via the roundabout at the Sully end of Sully Moors 
Road, along Hayes Road across the docks on Wim- 
bome Road to Ffordd-y-Mileniwm. 

In April the Vale’s previous administration decid¬ 
ed to halt further work on this alternative route. But 
recent reports seem to indicate the council aims to 
look at completing work on this route. 

If this happens, it would enable a proper compari¬ 
son between two distinctly different route options. 

As perhaps one of the largest infrastructure pro¬ 
ject in the eastern Vale for decades, it’s important 
that it benefits the whole Barry to Cardiff corridor. 

There needs to be public buy-in from all areas 
likely to be affected. But for this to happen, surely 
work on the alternative route needs to be completed 
and available to be compared at the public consul¬ 
tations.

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New police training centre 
planned in Bridgend 



If approved, the new police training centre would become operational in 2021. 


PLANS for a new training and operations 
centre at the South Wales Police (SWP) 
headquarters in Bridgend will go before 
councillors on Thursday, September 12. 

If approved, the four-storey police learning centre 
would be built in Cowbridge Road. The Police and 
Crime Commissioner (PCC) for SWP said the devel¬ 
opment would provide the police with their own 
on-site training and recruitment centre, saving them 
having to rent accommodation and would include 22 
training classrooms, an assessments and standards 
unit, an operations training unit, an office for the 
PCC with a separate building to house a gym. New 
access arrangements are included in the proposals. If 
approved, work is expected to begin later this month 
to become fully operational in 2021. 

A spokesperson for SWP told The GEM: “South 
Wales Police has one of the largest police estate 
amongst police forces in terms of the number of 
police buildings, mostly borne out of the historic 
policing set up with three county police forces 
merging into one South Wales Police in 1969, and 


much of the estate had remained unchanged. Over 
the past decade, we have sought to halt the decades 
of decline and deterioration of the police estate due 
to lack of funding, by aiming to have fewer, larger 
and modem police buildings that reflect health, 
wellbeing and environmental considerations as well 
as operational and value for money considerations. 

“The current training facilities are obsolete and 
beyond economic repair and following a refresh of 
the estate strategy in 2017, an improvement pro¬ 
gramme is underway which brings together seven 
training areas into one with long-term cost savings. 
The estate strategy indicates the potential for an 
annual cost efficiency of £2m through building 
upgrades, so this new development is essentially 
‘invest-to-save’, which will be self-financing.” 

Officers are recommending the application - 
P/19/140/FUL - for approval.

Another arrest in Harry 
Baker murder probe 


A TEENAGER 
has been arrested 
in connection with 
the murder of 
17-year-old Cardiff 
resident Harry 
Baker, whose body 
was discovered in 
Barry on August 28. 

Police arrested a 
17-year-old boy at 
Cardiff Bay Retail 
Park at 3.30pm on 
Tuesday, September 
10, on suspicion of 
conspiracy to murder. 

Armed officers were 
also drafted in to help 
with the arrest as a pre¬ 
cautionary measure to 
ensure the safety of the 
public and other officers. 

Two other men - 
aged 18 and 17 - were 
arrested at the same time 
for separate offences 
including possession 
of cannabis and threats 
to cause damage. 

Officers have arrested 
a total of 11 people 
as part of Harry’s 
murder investigation 


and charged eight of 
them with murder. 

Harry’s body was 
found at around 5.50am 
on August 28 at the Barry 
Intermodal Terminal 
in Wimborne Road. 

Detective inspector 
Matt Powell from South 
Wales Police said: “We 
thank the public and the 
staff at Cardiff Bay Retail 
Park for their support and 
understanding this after¬ 
noon while we safely 
carried out these arrests. 

“All three remain in 
police custody for their 
respective offences.”

Students would be 
involved in choosing 
where the future, more 
permanent, site for 
the school would be. 

Ms Church says she 
has been on a “massive 
research mission” for the 
past 18 months, visiting 
schools across the UK, 
from those following a 
democratic model, such 
as Sands in Devon, 
private school Eton 
and schools in London, 
Essex and Yorkshire. 

She said: “We’re try¬ 
ing to create something 
really based on all the 
evidence - everything we 
know about how humans 
leam best, at what stage 
do children’s brains 
develop to take in differ¬ 
ent types of information. 
We see a lot of people 
feeling completely dis¬ 
engaged or don’t feel 
that they have a voice, or 
that their voice matters.” 

Ms Church will teach 
music and send her two 
children, Dexter and 
Ruby, to the school, 
which would have pupils 
from “all walks of life”. 
She said her project 
would be separate from 
mainstream schools but 
would “have the freedom 
to implement education 
at its most creative form”. 

Pupils would study 
for qualifications 
such as GCSEs and 


BTECs, but the school 
would “still have lots 
of creative freedom”. 

She said: “I totally 
believe in the transfor¬ 
mation of the whole 
education system and I 
think it’s possible. I want 
to play an active part in 
making that change. How 
are we supposed to be 
creating a new society, if 
all we’re doing is impos¬ 
ing on children what we 
say is important? Just 
because they are younger 
than us, they still have 
a voice in society and a 
right to be listened to.” 

Ms Church has applied 
for planning permission 
to turn her annex into 
the school with Vale 
Council set to make a 
decision this month. 

Neighbours have com¬ 
plained to the authority 
about the running of a 
minibus to and from the 
school and expressed 
fears over noise. 

Dinas Powys 

Community Council 
has also objected, 
claiming the new school 
would be “detrimen¬ 
tal to the character of 
the neighbourhood”. 

Ms Church said she 
wants to discuss the plans 
with the community, and 
does not expect noise 
and traffic to be an issue, 
with just one vehicle 
needed to take children 
to and from the school.

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Veterans 
launch product 
at Barry store 

INJURED ex-servicemen at Royal 
British Legion Industries have 
joined forces with Morrisons to make 
and sell coasters to raise funds for 
Britain’s most vulnerable veterans. 

Coasters, which come in packs of four, are 
now on sale at Morrisons in Barry with all 
profits going to support wounded, injured 
and sick ex-servicemen and women. 

They feature the emblem of the factory 
where veterans produce road and rail sig¬ 
nage, wooden products such as pallets, 
and provide printing and mailing services. 

Veterans have been producing the coasters 
at RBLI’s social enterprise Britain’s Bravest 
Manufacturing Company, a not-for-profit enterprise 
which employs more than 100 people, 70 per 
cent of whom are veterans or have a disabil¬ 
ity. The coaster project comes after the charita¬ 
ble arm of the supermarket chain, the Morrisons 
Foundation, supported RBLI in the delivery of 
their national employment ‘Lifeworks’ course for 
veterans before donating almost £300,000 towards 
specially-adapted apartments for injured veterans. 

Steve Sherry, chief executive of Royal British 
Legion Industries, said: “Employment is truly vital 
for veterans who have had a difficult transition 
to civilian life - whether that’s due to severe 
physical injury or mental health issues such as 
post-traumatic stress disorder. This is far more 
than just a coaster. It is providing worthwhile 
employment for some of Britain’s bravest veterans 
who face significant daily challenges as a result 
of making the upmost sacrifice for the country. 
We are proud to have taken our exciting first 
step into the supermarket space with Morrisons.” 

Former Welsh Guard Steve Hammond was 
left permanently injured when serving on the Sir 
Galahad when it was attacked by Argentine bombers 
during the Falklands War. The BBMC team leader 
oversees a group of veterans who have been working 
on the project. He said: “When I left the forces, 
I had nothing. I just had a suitcase in my hand 
and got on a train back to my home town. That’s 
where RBLI stepped in - they organised for me to 
see a surgeon to help with my injuries, gave me a 
house for my family, and there was a job for me 
when I fully recovered. It’s been a real pleasure 
to work on an exciting project like this. I know 
the veterans cannot wait to see them in-store.” 



Appeal to save ship steers towards £lm 


AN APPEAL to 
save the Paddle 
Steamer Waverley 
and ensure that 
she returns to the 
Bristol Channel 
next season has 
seen an increase in 
donations with the 
total raised so far 
exceeding £850,000. 

More than 5,000 
people have donated 
much-needed cash since 


news broke in May that 
Waverley would not 
operate in 2019 and 
would miss her annual 
trips from Penarth, 
Porthcawl and Swansea. 

However, with an 
appeal target of £2.3 
million to re-commission 
Waverley for service next 
summer, more funds 
are urgently required. 

Waverley Excursions 
general manager, Paul 
Semple, said: “The con¬ 
tinued support for the 


boiler refit appeal has 
been heartening, we are 
receiving support from 
across the UK with many 
donating who are keen 
to see Waverley back 
operating on the Bristol 
Channel next year. 

“We are delighted that 
the total raised so far is 
more than £850,000 but 
time is tight if we are 
to reach our target and 
have Waverley back in 
service for next summer. 

“I would like to 


sincerely thank every¬ 
one who has donated 
so far as this has given 
us the confidence to 
order the boilers and 
electrical equipment 
required. The Paddle 
Steamer Preservation 
Society has continued to 
support our efforts and 
recently made a grant 
of over £150,000 to the 
appeal. With so many 
people donating there is 
clearly strong support 
for this special ship.” 


Work is progressing 
on board Waverley at 
her berth in Glasgow 
with volunteers assisting 
in the task of removing 
components from the 
boiler room following 
the decision to withdraw 
the ship from service and 
fit new boilers. If further 
funds can be secured, the 
work to recommission 
the last seagoing paddle 
steamer in the world 
will begin in January. 

Mr Semple added: 


“All involved with 
this project are totally 
focused on the fact 
that Waverley must sail 
again and can’t remain 
static. Our aim is to keep 
Waverley alive, but to 
achieve that aim we will 
need further support.” 

The charity which 
owns Waverley has 
applied for funding 
from the National 
Lottery Heritage 
Fund with a decision 
expected by November.

Vale Council 
reserves jump 
after making 
£5.8m ‘profit’ 

THE Vale Council made a ‘profit’ of £5.8 
million last year, after forcing people to 
pay more council tax. 

The council over-collected £1.7m in council tax in 
2018/19 - after residents were asked to pay 3.9 per 
cent more in rates. 

It was part of a £5.836m surplus the council made 
from its day-to-day spending last year - which were 
transferred to the council’s reserves. 

In total, the council’s usable reserves grew from 
£92.635m to £105.149m - an increase of 13.5 per 
cent - in that year. 

Vale residents have been asked to pay an addi¬ 
tional 4.9 per cent on their council tax rates this 
current year. 

Cllr Ian Johnson, Plaid Cymru leader on the 
authority, told a full council meeting on September 
9 the council tax surplus was “a lot of money taken 
out of other people’s pockets”. 

He said: “Austerity? What austerity? There is a 
question of whether we are making more cuts than 
we need to and whether we are increasing council 
tax more than we need to. When this council has a 
very good bank balance and is in the black - what’s 
happened to allow that? Is that because we’ve cut 
too far? Is that because we’re collecting too much 
money?” 

Council leader Neil Moore said it was better 
to collect too much council tax than too little. He 
said: “It’s a fact that we are a prudent authority, we 
always have been a prudent authority. We have to 
make sure we have enough money in the account. 

“Yes, it’s good to collect more, but it would be 
worse to collect less.” Matt Discombe, LDR.

Burglar raided 
family’s home 
as they slept 


A FAMILY slept as a bur¬ 
glar raided their Vale of 
Glamorgan home and stole 
property including 5,500 Euro. 

Matthew Takel was caught when 
spotted at a supermarket CCTV 
using a bank card stolen from the 
house to buy petrol, said prosecutor 
David Pugh at Cardiff Crown Court. 

Takel, of Heol Bryn Glas, Brackla, 
Bridgend, was jailed for two years 
after admitting charges of burglary 
and making a false representation. 

Mr Pugh said that in the early 
hours of August 6, Takel broke into 
the Bonvilston home of a family 
and took a wallet, bank cards, and 
the cash, which was to have been 
spent celebrating a 50th birthday. 

Takel drove to a Tesco super¬ 
market and, using the stolen bank 
card, obtained petrol worth £26 


and was identified four days later. 

When arrested, he denied the charges. 

One of the family said: “I no 
longer feel safe in my own home.” 

Takel was said to have convictions 
for 104 offences, including assault, 
burglary, vehicle crime, fraud 
and making false representations. 

Solicitor Giles Hayes said: “He has 
made a huge number of mistakes for 20 
years but he cares for his mother and has 
a good work ethic. There was remorse.” 

Said Judge Eleri Rees: “This was a 
serious offence of burglary after you 
drove to the rural village of Bonvilston. 

“The family were in bed and there 
was an element of planning. You stole 
a significant amount of property.” 

She warned that if he commit¬ 
ted another burglary, he would 
receive a minimum of three years.

A night on patrol with police 
for the Welsh Secretary 



OUR local police 
officers do a fantastic 
job: I say this not out 
of blind support, but 
from experience in 
shadowing the response 
team on a busy night in 
Barry some weeks ago. 

This is something I 
do from time to time. It 
is a real privilege and 
eye-opener. Nothing 
compares with being out 
and about in the police 
van, responding to calls, 
seeing first-hand the 
challenges and risks they 
face. I have nothing but 
respect for the officers 
I have seen in action. 

It was a warm evening 
that started at 6pm. Hot 
nights are complicated 
with members of the 
public drinking more 
than usual. The first call 
was to pursue an offender 
who hadn’t turned 
up to court that day. 

He had a history of 
violence and the situa¬ 
tion could have escalated 
very easily. To the 
credit of the officers, 
they did all possible to 
position themselves to 
secure arrest. However, 
winning the offender’s 
respect was their key 
priority. By talking in a 
warm and chatty way, the 
offender responded posi¬ 
tively and attended the 
police station voluntarily. 

It was difficult to 
believe that a persistent, 
violent offender co-op¬ 
erated so favourably. 
We took the offender 
to the Custody Suite 
in Bridgend where 
he was processed 
and placed before the 
next available court. 

Our next call was a 


blue-light journey to a 
report of an individual 
wielding a knife at 
youths. A dispute had 
developed between a 
group of young people 
and a resident who 
was seeking peace 
and quiet. The officers 
established quickly that 
the offender had mental 
health issues and was 
unlikely to be violent. 

However, no risks 
could be taken. He was 
calmed down; the youths 
were asked to provide 
some space and action 
was taken to highlight the 
way each party was seen 


by the other. The male in 
question was dealt with 
in an appropriate manner. 

As the evening 
developed a call came 
relating to missing 
children. We searched 
the streets, parks and 
playgrounds surrounding 
the boy’s friends and 
family. Thankfully all 
was in order and the 
child was identified 
relatively quickly. 

By nightfall, the 
pubs became busier and 
patrols were focused on 
High Street and Broad 
Street. Again, the rela¬ 
tionship between the 


doormen and the police 
officers was excellent. 
As soon as the doormen 
suspected challenge or 
illegal activity, a signal 
called us over to the pub 
or club. So many situa¬ 
tions were calmed down, 
well before they escalated 
into something ugly. 

As a result of the 
unstinting work and 
proactive activity 
our community was 
kept safe and calm. 

The breadth of calls 
demonstrates that no 
police officer knows 
what they will face 
from one hour to the 


next: this is a risk they 
accept in our interest. 

I do recognise, how¬ 
ever, they were stretched. 
Many calls came through 
and there was a need 
to prioritise: some res¬ 
idents had to wait for 
their response while the 
police were dealing with 
the most urgent cases. 

Those waiting 
were frustrated and 
felt that they were not 
being taken seriously. 
This was not the case. 

The Prime Minister has 
announced the recruit¬ 
ment of 20,000 new 
police officers. This will 


make a real difference 
to the streets in Barry 
and across the Vale. 

The police officers I 
have come to know have 
responded very positively 
since the announce¬ 
ment and recruitment 
starts immediately. 

I look forward to 
joining them when they 
start their shifts soon, 
and my appreciation 
goes to those officers 
I joined that night.

A ‘ONE stop shop’ 
will deliver support 
services to people 
who need help with 
housing, including 
those who are home¬ 
less or threatened 
with homelessness, 
it has been reported. 

The services would 
be delivered from a cen¬ 
trally based office in the 
Vale, and people would 
be able to ‘drop in’ to 
the one stop shop for 
support. 

Satellite services 
would also be provided 
across the Vale. 

The Vale of Glamorgan 
Council’s cabinet agreed 
to the new service on 
September 9, and invited 
bids for organisations to 
run the service. 

A council report states: 
“Service users will be

Vale Council adopts taxi 
initiative 


THE Vale Council has joined a national 
scheme to clamp down on unsuitable taxi 
drivers. 

From now on, the council will use guidance from 
the Institute of Licensing to decide whether someone 
should be allowed to work as a Hackney carriage or 
private hire driver in the county. 

The guidance has been provided in an effort to 
standardise the criteria used to issue taxi licenses 
across the UK. 

Previously, local authorities had differing rules 
regarding such licenses leading to some applicants 
deliberately targeting certain councils with looser 
restrictions. 

Under the guidelines being adopted by the coun¬ 
cil, those committing certain offences will have 
to wait longer before they are likely to be given a 
licence and these longer timescales will be taken 
from the point a sentence was completed, rather than 
conviction. 

For example, the new guidance recommends 
someone committing criminal damage should not 
be granted a licence until 10 years after they have 
completed their sentence, while under the old system 
it would have been three years from the date of 
conviction.

help’, FUW urges farmers 


AGRICULTURE carries 
the highest rate of suicide 
above any other occu¬ 
pation and after World 
Suicide Prevention Day on 
September 10, the Farmers’ 
Union of Wales (FUW) is 
urging those going through 
a tough time to seek help. 

President Glyn Roberts said: 
“Poor mental health is an issue 
that affects the farming commu¬ 
nity greatly and it is well known 
that loneliness and social isolation 
can lead to mental health prob¬ 
lems. The FUW understands that 
failing to deal with poor mental 
wellbeing could have serious 


consequences and lead to the farm 
running inefficiently, a serious 
injury, relationship breakdowns, 
poor physical health and even 
worse, it could lead to suicide.” 

Mr Roberts added that every¬ 
one can make a contribution in 
preventing suicide and believes 
that it is by joining together, those 
suffering can be better supported. 

“Suicidal behaviour is universal 
and it knows no boundaries. It can 
affect anyone and therefore we all 
have a role to play to collectively 
address the challenges. “Of course, 
preventing suicide often requires 
the efforts of many; family, 
friends, co-workers, community 
members, educators, healthcare 
professional and governments. 


“We must remember that 
every life lost represents some¬ 
one’s partner, child, parent, 
friend or colleague. For each 
suicide, there are countless other 
people who suffer intense grief. 

“So if you feel like your world 
is crashing down on you and you 
can’t cope any longer, or you 
know someone who is vulnerable 
- please seek help immediately. 

“We will continue to shine a 
light on the consequences and 
causes of poor mental health in 
our farming communities and help 
to not just break the stigma but to 
make changes to legislation and 
attitudes so that we can continue 
to see a thriving, sustainable, 
happy, farming sector in Wales.”

Police use of contentious 
tech is legal, judges deem

JUDGES have dismissed a 
shopper’s court challenge 
over the use of controversial 
facial recognition technol¬ 
ogy by South Wales Police. 

Human rights campaign group 
Liberty took a case to the High 
Court on behalf of Cardiff resi¬ 
dent Ed Bridges after he claimed 
his face was scanned while 
Christmas shopping in 2017. 

His lawyers argued during 
the three-day hearing that the 
facial recognition had caused 
him “distress” and violated 
his privacy and data protec¬ 
tion rights by processing an 
image taken of him in public. 

But his case, believed to be the 
first of its kind in the world, was 
quashed on September 5 by two 
leading judges, who deemed the 
use of the technology was legal. 

Lord Justice Haddon Cave, 
sitting with Mr Justice Swift, 
also concluded that the force’s 
use of live facial recogni¬ 
tion “met the requirements 
of the Human Rights Act.” 

Mr Bridges’ lawyer, Megan 
Goulding, said: “This disap¬ 
pointing judgement does not 
reflect the very serious threat 


that facial recognition poses 
to our rights and freedoms.” 

She insisted that facial recog¬ 
nition was “highly intrusive” and 
had “no place on our streets.” 

South Wales Police Chief 
Constable, Matt Jukes, said 
after Wednesday’s ruling: 
“I recognise that the use of 
Artificial Intelligence and 
face-matching technologies 
around the world is of great 
interest and at times, concern. 

“So I am pleased that the court 
has recognised the responsibility 
that South Wales Police has 
shown in our programme. With 
the benefit of this judgement, we 
will continue to explore how to 
ensure the ongoing fairness and 
transparency of our approach.” 

He added: “There is, and 
should be, a political and public 
debate about wider questions of 
privacy and security. It would be 
wrong in principle for the police 
to set the bounds of our use of 
new technology for ourselves. 

“So this decision is welcome, 
but of course, not the end of the 
wider debate. I hope policing will 
be supported by that continuing 
in an informed way with bodies 


such as Liberty, who brought 
this action, and government each 
playing their valuable role.” 

South Wales Police and 
Crime Commissioner, Alun 
Michael, admitted he welcomed 
the court challenge because 
it provided an “additional 
and formal level of scrutiny.” 

He explained: “I am pleased 
that the judgement of the court 
makes it clear that the use of 
this technology by South Wales 
Police is legitimate, but the 
court is concerned only whether 
the use is legal. In addition 
that reassurance, is the robust 
systems of scrutiny and chal¬ 
lenge that I have put in place. 
This reassures the public that 
we are getting the balance right 
between protecting people’s 
rights and keeping the public 
safe, and this has been wel¬ 
comed by the Chief Constable.” 

Mr Bridges has vowed 
to continue the legal fight.

THE last few weeks 
The last weeks have 
seen much of Wales 
in Show season, as 
the local and county 
shows have been 
taking place around 
the country. 

Visiting so many of 
these shows has been an 
absolute pleasure for us. 
This show season, like 
many beforehand, has 
given us more oppor¬ 
tunities to meet and 
discuss #FarmingMatters 
with members around 
Glamorgan and to 
outline what we are 
trying to do as a union 
to prepare the future for 
agriculture in Wales. 

Everyone reading 
this will know that 
shows are important in 
so many ways: a time 
to show the quality of 
produce, a time to meet 


and catch up with old 
friends and increasingly 
a time to demonstrate 
the value of agriculture 
to a wider audience. 

At all the shows we’ve 
seen many people with 
little or no background 
in agriculture who are 
increasingly interested 
in food, food production, 
quality produce and 
buying locally; either for 
trust or from a belief in 
managing food miles. I 
think we are currently 
riding on a level of 
public interest, but we 
need to do more to help 
people understand what 
farming is all about; and 
getting the right support 
from the wider public 
is not straight forward, 
given the unhelpful and 
quite often factually 
incorrect picture painted 
by some in the media. 

Blaming UK farmers 


for climate change and 
twisting facts to suit the 
anti-farming agenda, 
is not the way to show 
support for our food pro¬ 
ducers; and farmers here 
in Glamorgan were mor¬ 
tified by recent reports, 
as were many others 
across the country. It’s 
worth bearing in mind 
that overall, UK green¬ 
house gas emissions 
account for less than 2 
per cent of the global 
total, and UK agriculture 
has already embraced 
changes to breeding 
and feeding regimes, 
animal health protocols, 
nutrient management 
and on-farm technolo¬ 
gies in order to improve 
efficiency and reduce 
environmental impact. 

So, the opportunity to 
talk at the shows should 
not be underestimated. 
Regular discussions with 


politicians, in far more 
relaxed surroundings, 
have given us the chance 
to reinforce many of our 
concerns including the 
factually incorrect por¬ 
trayal of agriculture in 
the media, future trade 
arrangements and wider 
environmental concerns. 

In the coming months 
we will continue to meet 
with UK and Welsh 
Government Ministers 
to discuss our concerns, 
and will do our very 
best to ensure there will 
be thriving, sustainable 
family farms in Wales 
for generations to come. 

On a final note I’d 
like to invite you to join 
us for our ‘Sustainable 
Farming and Our Land’ 
consultation open meet¬ 
ing, which will be held 
on Wednesday, October 
2 at 7.30pm in The Grove 
Golf Club, Porthcawl.

A Welsh heart charity is funding heart screening in 
honour of a young runner who died while taking part 
in last year’s Cardiff Half Marathon. 

The Ben McDonald Heart Screening Fund was established fol¬ 
lowing the death of Ben McDonald at the Cardiff Half Marathon 
finish line in 2018 after he suffered a cardiac arrest. 

The fund has been set up in his memory to offer free heart 
screening to members of the public aged between 8 and 45 in 
a bid to reduce the hundreds of deaths every year caused by 
undiagnosed heart conditions. 

The public will receive a screening of their heart to determine 
any defects they may not be aware of. IGP will provide equipment 
and the facilities for the heart screening to take place and Welsh 
Hearts will fund the initiative. 

The charity will be holding many screening days in the build up 
to the Cardiff half marathon and urge everyone, especially athletes 
and sportspeople, to get screened. 

Sharon Owen from Welsh Hearts said: “I’m over the moon 
with how popular the screening has been and how many people 
have come to see us. Hundreds die every year unnecessarily due 
to undetected heart defects and we’re determined to significantly 
reduce this number and our heart screening sessions are just one 
step towards achieving that mission. Ultimately, we want to see 
the Welsh Government fund these lifesaving tests so that more 


lives can be saved.” 

Welsh Hearts launched a petition in January, calling on the 
Welsh Government to make heart screening free and available 
for 10-35 year olds in Wales but until the government pledges 
to support the initiative, the charity is aiming to raise £1 million 
with its ‘Have a Heart’ campaign to be able to continue to offer 
this service and reduce the number of young people who die from 
heart conditions that could be managed. 

Mr McDonald’s mother, Ruth, said: “To be able to carry on 
Ben’s memory with such an important cause is fantastic and really 
means a lot to his family and friends. Losing someone close is an 
incredibly difficult thing to go through but it’s comforting to know 
that it has helped start an initiative to save so many lives and save 
other families from having to go through the same thing.” 

Welsh Hearts will also be holding a special screening day for 
Mr McDonald on October 5, the day before the Cardiff Half 
Marathon, at his old school, St Cyres in Penarth. 

Sharon Owen will be supporting Ruth McDonald as they walk 
the Cardiff Half Marathon 2019 together in Mr McDonald’s 
memory.

How to make the most 
of the hedgerows when 


it comes to 


AS children go 
back to school and 
the nights draw in, 
people are being 
encouraged to head 
to the hedgerows to 
make the most of 
the autumn fruit. 

AS plastic becomes 
a more contentious 
issue, experts from 
GardenBuildingsDirect. 
co.uk have revealed five 
of the best fruits to be 
reaching for which are 
completely plastic, and 
cost, free. More people 
are trying their hand at 
foraging, but they must 
be aware of poisonous 
berries and wild mush¬ 
rooms which can easily 
be disguised as tasty 
treats. 

Foraging for food 
is legal in the UK for 
individual consumption, 
or to enjoy with family 
and friends, but is not 
allowed for commercial 
purposes. It must also be 
done only on personal 
land, private land with 
the appropriate permis¬ 
sions or common land 
- such as woods, forests, 
parks, fields and hedge¬ 
rows, roadsides, cycle 
paths, canals, disused 
railway embankments 
and even cemeteries. It 
is important to take only 
the food you will eat, 
as animals also need to 


find sustenance from the 
treats. 

Don’t risk picking 
mushrooms while out 
and about unless suffi¬ 
ciently well-read on the 
varieties that are safe for 
humans. 

A spokesman for 
GardenBuildingsDirect. 
co.uk said: “For many 
years British people 
would turn to the hedge¬ 
rows to pickle and pre¬ 
pare foods to get them 
through winter. We’re 
trying to encourage indi¬ 
viduals to turn back to 
their ancestors’ ways and 
get stuck into foraging. 
Here are the top autumn 
foods to forage for: 

1. Rose Hips: Packed 
full with vitamins A, C 
and fibre, seed pods of 
roses can help you fulfil 
your recommended daily 
intake of vitamins. 

Cook in boiling water 
and sieve thoroughly for 
rose hips to be turned 
into a tasty cordial, 
syrup, jam or jelly. 

2. Sweet Chestnuts: 
Associated with the 
colder months, the dis¬ 
tinct, spiny husk of a 
sweet chestnut can be 
sharp to touch. They 
work well with sausages, 
can be turned into a 
fantastic stuffing and 
also can be pureed to 
serve instead of mashed 
potato. They can also be 


an alternative tonour in 
desserts, if blitzed into a 
fine crumb and accom¬ 
pany chocolate very well. 

3. Chickweed: This 
weed can be found in 
many of Britain’s gar¬ 
dens and hedgerows 
and can survive into the 
winter. 

Popular with chick¬ 
ens - hence the name 

- chickweed can be 
whizzed into a pesto, or 
the whole plant can be 
added to salad. 

4. Sloes: The prickly 
stems on sloe plants can 
put many people off for¬ 
aging the purple fruit. 

The most famous sloe 
recipe is sloe gin. Put 
plenty of sloes into gin 
with some sugar, leave 
for as long as possible 

- the longer it’s left, the 
stronger the flavour. It 
should be stored in a 
cool, dark place and be 
shaken every couple of 
days, then sieved before 
serving. 

5. Brambles: 

Brambles, or blackber¬ 
ries, can be found in 
lots of hedgerows, but 
the best flavoured ones 
will be found away from 
polluted areas like main 
roads. 

They can be turned 
into a warming pie or 
crumble for a dessert, or 
can also be a refreshing 
snack on winter walks.

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The eyes have it - five ways to tackle 
dark circles and bags 


THEY say the eyes 
are the window to 
the soul - but if you 
ask us, the eyes are 
the window that 
reveals exactly how 
tired we really are. 

But there are steps you 
can take to prevent, treat 
and - if need be - hide 
your eye issues - and 
you might be surprised 
by how simple some of 
them are. 

Here, experts offer six 
tips for tackling common 
concerns. 

1. Protect your eyes 
from the sun 

“Sun exposure can 
often make dark circles 
worse as it increases the 
melanin content,” says 


cosmetic dermatologist 
Dr Simon Zokaie, med¬ 
ical director of the Linia 
Skin Clinic on Harley 
Street. “So wearing 
sunscreen, a hat and sun¬ 
glasses is important.” 

2. Stay hydrated 

“One simple tip is to 

stay hydrated, as dehy¬ 
dration, especially after 
overindulging in salty 
foods and alcohol, can 
definitely exacerbate the 
appearance of eye bags,” 
says Dr Granite. 

3. Get a good eye 
cream 

Lighter is better when 
it comes to eye products, 
says GP and aesthetics 
doctor Kalpna Pindolia, 
founder of Envisage 
Aesthetics: “Creams 


applied to the area can 
be heavy and gels may 
contribute to puffiness, 
so lighter serums tend to 
be a better vehicle for 
topical potions.” 

4. Try natural 
remedies 

You don’t have to 
spend a fortune to find 
effective temporary relief 
for tired eyes. 

“Some of the more 
‘natural’ techniques 
include the use of cucum¬ 
ber or potato slices, 
cotton pads soaked in 
milk, caffeinated teabags 
or the application of cold 
spoons. They help con¬ 
strict the blood vessels, 
which reduces pufifiness 
and gives a lighter 
appearance around the 


eye. 

5. Conceal and cover 

While eye creams 
and treatments take time 
to work, make-up is 
an instant fix for dark 
circles. 

Peach or orange tones 
can reduce the blue hue 
caused by superficial 
blood vessels. 

6. Consider an aes¬ 
thetic treatment 

“If dark circles and 
undereye bags do not 
seem to budge with at 
home measures such as 
cool compresses, emol¬ 
lients and concealer, 
consider consulting with 
an aesthetic practitioner 
to see if undereye (tear 
trough) filler is an option

ALTHOUGH rarely serious, back pain 
is extremely common and can be a real 
bane. Liz Connor talks to the experts. 

Whether it’s a dull ache after lugging a heavy bag 
around all day, a telltale twinge while doing some 
heavy lifting in the garden, or the price of sitting 
at a desk day in, day out - back pain is never fun to 
deal with. 

It is, however, extremely common. Lower back 
pain - also known medically as ‘lumbago’ - is one 
of the most common reasons why people visit the 
doctor in the UK, and it’s estimated that up to eight 
in every 10 people are affected by it at some point 
in their lives. 

Fortunately, in the vast majority of cases, back 
pain isn’t triggered by anything serious and will usu¬ 
ally improve with time, and there are lots of measure 
people can take to prevent or relieve symptoms. 

There are sometimes occasions, though, when 
back pain can be a sign of an underlying cause that 
needs closer attention and management. 

So, what are some of the warning signs and what 
should you do if you’re experiencing symptoms? 
Here, experts explain more... 

Why does lower back pain happen? 

“Lower back pain, or lumbago, occurs when there 
is a problem with ligaments, muscles, discs, nerves 
or vertebrae - the bony structure that makes up the 
spine,” says Dr Luke Powles, associate clinical 
director of Bupa (bupa.co.uk), who assures that it’s 
an extremely common issue. 

“Back pain that develops quickly and lasts for 
less than three months is called ‘acute back pain’,” 
he adds. 


Pain that goes on for longer than three months, 
meanwhile, is classified as ‘chronic back pain’ - and 
indicates that any treatment carried out in the initial 
three months has not been successful. However, this 
still doesn’t mean that there’s a serious underlying 
medical cause - although the pain can be frustrating 
to live with. 

“Three main causes of back pain are force, rep¬ 
etition and inactivity,” says Powels. “Heavy lifting 
can lead to muscle or ligament strain resulting in 
painful muscle spasms, as can repetitive movements 
such as twisting or bending the spine. Similarly, bad 
posture and sitting for long periods of time can have 
ill-effect.” 

What can I do to relieve back pain? 

Although it may sound counterintuitive at first, 
rest isn’t always the best solution. Often, the best 
way to manage back pain is to stay active, and in 
some cases painkillers may help, says Powels. 

“Many still believe that long periods of laying 
down will relieve symptoms, but this is a myth. It 
may feel relaxing at first, but prolonged periods can 
make the pain worse,” he says. 

Powels suggests regular low-impact activities 
such as walking or swimming, which can increase 
strength and build up endurance in your back. 
“Include exercises into your routine that build 
muscle strength in your abdomen and back; strength¬ 
ening your core will help alleviate the pressure on 
your back,” he advises. 

If the pain doesn’t subside within a couple 
of weeks, is getting worse or not responding to 
self-management or over-the-counter painkillers, 
visit your GP and/or check in with a physiotherapist.

In many ways it resembles - aside from 
the marshes - stretches of Dorset and Devon. 

Unsurprisingly, farming is big busi¬ 
ness there, and perhaps the largest of these is 
the dairy at Isigny-sur-Mer, a town twined 
with, by happenstance, Kingsbridge in Devon. 

The town sits at the confluence and estuary 
of four rivers, including the Vire, close to the 
Baie des Veys, and is famous for its AOC but¬ 
ter and cream, as well as for the production 
of Mimolette, Pont-l’Eveque, Camembert, 
and Tresor d’lsigny cheeses, among others. 

The rivers, and its proximity to the Channel 
(what else would sur mer mean?), have made it a 
prime location for the cultiuvation of oysters and 


mussels, and no trip here is complete without a 
vast bowl of moules and and unfinishable stack 
of frites. And yes, do have the French fries with 
mayonnaise. Most of the time it’s homemade... 

Again, the visit coincided with a busy market day 
and even the aroma of grilling merguez sausages failed 
to overwhelm the fragrance from the gloriously fresh 
fruits and vegetables, all from within five miles or so. 

In another nod to our American friends, the 
commune of Isigny-sur-Mer includes Omaha 
Beach. Despite sustaining losses of more than 
2,400 men on D-Day, by that day’s close, 
around 34,000 troops had gone ashore. 

The primary objective at Omaha was to secure a 
beachhead some five miles deep between Port-en- 
Bessin and the Vire River, linking with the British 
landings at Gold to the east, and reaching Isigny to 
the west to link up with VII Corps landing at Utah. 

Many of the casualties are at rest in the 
Normandy American Cemetery and Memorial 


- it contains 9,388 dead - at Colleville-sur-Mer. 

The cemetery featured heavily in some 
rather turgid scenes of Saving Private Ryan. 

I find that US war cemetries are full 
of a very different sort of symbolism to, say 
a Commonwealth War Grave Commision cem¬ 
etery. CWGC ones feature a Cross of Sacrifice 
if the cemetery contains 40 or more casualties, 
and a Stone of Remembrance for 1,000 or more. 

US ones feature all manner of statu¬ 
ary with weighty titles such as Spirit of 
American Youth Rising from the Waves. 

It’s not unlike the names, leaden with symbolysm, 
assigned to US military operations, such as “Desert 
Shield”, “Infinite Justice” or “Enduring Freedom”. 

Names for UK military operations are created at 
random by a Sinclair ZX81 in a basement of Main 
Building. A press of a button and out pops - via a 
teletype - a proper name, such as Granby or Grapple. 

An exception is Lucky Alphonse (the British sweep 


of the Troodos area on Cyprus for EOKA in 1956). 

Back to Isigny-sur-Mer, which - by com¬ 
parison to Saint-Lo - got off quite lightly, 
being only 60 to 65 per cent destroyed by 
two aerial bombardments on D-Day+2. 

For this, and for the part the town played in 
the landings, General de Gaulle visited on June 
14 and famously spoke to the French people. 
A monument in the centre ville records this. 

The town has another claim to fame. An awful 
lot of begatting was done by Jean-Christophe 
d’lsigny (“of Isigny”) and his descendants until 
they moved to Lincolnshire in the late 16th Century. 

D’lsigny became Anglicised, the vil¬ 
lage became Norton Disney, and... 

Well, there would be no Lion King , Frozen , 
or Aladdin, nor (shudders) Disneyland had other 
descendants not popped across the pond to begat Walt. 

Perhaps they should have stayed in Normandy...

£18.5 million upgrade 
for Barry school 


EXTENSIVE 
plans to modern¬ 
ise and upgrade 
facilities at Welsh 
medium school 
Ysgol Gymraeg Bro 
Morgannwg, with 
additional capac¬ 
ity for up to 299 
new students, has 
been announced. 

The £18.5 million pro¬ 
ject will be undertaken 
by contractors ISG to 
redevelop and extend the 
Barry school. Procured 
via the “SEWSCAP” 
capital works framework, 
the scheme forms part of 
the Welsh government’s 
21st Century Schools and 
Colleges Programme, 
designed to transform 
and upgrade the coun¬ 
try’s education estate. 

The improvements 


will include five new 
extensions, a design and 
technology teaching 
block and sports hall. 
There will also be six 
new multi-use games 
areas and a floodlit 3G 
all-weather rugby sports 
pitch, which will be 
available for community 
use out of school hours. 
This is in addition to a 
new coach park enabling 
easier access from Port 
Road.

Cosmology Corner may 
remember my mentioning the 
Fermi Paradox in a previous 
article. 

Otherwise known as The Great 
Silence, it asks the question: If there 
are upwards of 300 billion stars 
in a galaxy and untold billions of 
galaxies in the universe, why, if life 
is not just unique to our own planet 
Earth, have we not heard from, or 
found any other sign of intelligence 
elsewhere in the cosmos? 

The two halves of NASA’s James 
Webb space telescope have now, 
at last, been connected at Northrop 
Grumman’s facilities in California. 
Due for launch in March 2021, once 
it reaches space this powerful and 
complex telescope will explore the 
cosmos using infrared light from 
planets and moons not only from 
within our own solar system, but 
also from the most distant galaxies 
and everywhere in between. 

In a paper published on June 21, 
2019 in The Astronomical Journal, 
a study team led by Jacob Lustig- 
Yaeger, an astronomy student at the 
University of Washington claims 
that the Webb telescope, Hubble’s 
successor, will be powerful enough 
to search for life signs in the atmos¬ 
pheres of exoplanets, ie planets 
which orbit distant stars. 

There is particular speculation 
that Webb may find such biosigna¬ 
tures in the atmospheres of the seven 
rocky, Earth-sized planets which are 
known to orbit the red dwarf star 
Trappist-1 which is just 39 light 
years away - right next door, cos- 
mologically speaking! 


star’s so called Goldilocks Zone, 
where temperatures allow for liquid 
water to exist on their surfaces and 
are, therefore, potentially habitable. 
Consequently, they have been the 
subject of detailed study over recent 
years, but there are limits to what 
else current telescopes can tell us 
about them. 

The Washington study team have 
used computer modelling to find the 
most efficient way to use the Webb 
telescope and now seem confident 
that, if, as suspected, these three 
planets have atmospheres, then 
despite the possibility of clouds, 
Webb will be able to analyse them 
for biosignatures such as oxygen 
and methane within just one year. 

Astronomers say that the James 
Webb space telescope will be inval¬ 
uable for studying rocky planets 
like Earth, and many more of these 
rocky worlds are being discovered 
all the time with lots more expected 
by the time of Webb’s launch in 
2021. In our own Milky Way gal¬ 
axy alone, it is estimated that there 
are billions of such worlds and the 
Webb might provide the first com¬ 
pelling evidence for life on one (or 
more) of them. Even if it doesn’t - it 
will surely help to revolutionise our 
understanding of these planets. 

The Trappist-1 planetary system 
is unique among such systems as 
known so far, with seven Earth¬ 
sized exoplanets. 

Could any of them have life? 

They are ideal candidates for 
further study by the Webb and may 
perhaps, allow us to hear just a 
whisper in the Great Silence.

PATIENTS in rural areas of 
the Vale of Glamorgan could 
face “huge problems” if a hos¬ 
pital ward closure means they 
have to travel further for care, 
councillors have said. 

A campaign to save the Sam Davies 
ward at Barry Hospital from closure 
has been backed by councillors and 
the Vale Council will demand clarifi¬ 
cation over the long-term future of the 
hospital after councillors unanimously 
backed a motion on September 9. 

The Sam Davies ward, a 23-bed 
rehabilitation ward for older people, 
could close under plans by Cardiff and 
Vale University Health Board (UHB). 
Vale councillors said patients from 
Barry and the rural Vale could be 
forced to travel to Llandough or even 
Cardiff for ‘step-down’ care. 

The health board says it wants to 
get patients home sooner as even short 
stays in hospital with reduced mobility 
can lead to muscle wastage, especially 
among elderly and frail people. 

Cllr Gordon Kemp told the meeting 
his mother-in-law was transferred from 
the Heath and Llandough hospitals to 
the Sam Davies ward, where she died 
in August. He said that one Saturday 
night, the family was concerned his 
mother-in-law was deteriorating , but 
was told there would not be a doctor 
until the following Tuesday. The fam¬ 
ily called the out-of-hours service and 
a doctor arrived at 4am. 

Cllr Kemp forwarded an amendment 
calling for the health board to “prop¬ 
erly fund” Barry Hospital, which was 
accepted by councillors. 

He said: “While I fully support 
the Sam Davies ward, my concern 
is under-funding generally. I feel the 
problem here is the ward and the 
hospital generally is not sufficiently 
funded by the health board. No one 
wants to close anything unless they 
have to, but if funding was available 
this could be properly resourced and 
maintained and a better service would 
be provided there.” 

Patients at the Sam Davies ward 
would receive their care at either 
University Hospital Llandough or 
closer to home. 

The agreed motion states the Vale 
Council “regrets” the proposals to 
close the Sam Davies ward and “fears 
the impacts the closure of the ward will 
have, and the additional pressures if 
will place on ambulance staff’. It also 
says the council “shares trade union 
concerns in relation to the proposals 
and consultation” - trade union Unison 
has been campaigning on the issue. 


The council will also ask the health 
board to clarify the future of the hospi¬ 
tal and fund the ward and the hospital 
properly - following amendments to 
the motion from opposition parties. 
Councillors voted to remove a line 
in the motion calling on the Welsh 
Government to ‘ring fence’ new funds 
from Westminster to support the ward 
and local medical services. 

Conservative councillor Janice 
Charles, who put forward the original 
motion, told the meeting there is “a 
lack of good community care” for 
patients to stay at home. 

She said: “These patients without 
intervention could bounce back to 
hospital very, very quickly.” 

Cllr Gwyn John said he was “fully 
behind” saving the Sam Davies ward. 
He said: “To go to Llandough or to 
the Heath is a huge problem for many 
people in the rural Vale. We must save 
the Sam Davies ward; it’s as simple 
as that.” 

Council leader Neil Moore also 
supported saving the ward and called 
on the health board to clarify the long¬ 
term future for Barry Hospital. 

Cardiff and Vale University Health 
Board has started an engagement pro¬ 
cess on its proposals, which it said 
would improve the care for frail older 
people in the Vale of Glamorgan. 

A health board spokeswoman said: 
“When patients no longer need to be 
in hospital, they should be able to 
leave with appropriate support in place 
more quickly, in order to give them the 
best chance of continued independence 
and dignity in their own home or a 
community setting.” 

Joseph Grey, clinical director of 
clinical gerontology at Cardiff and 
Vale UHB said: “The new proposals 
will help improve independence and 
mobility. They will also offer better 
opportunities for patients to recover 
more quickly and to return home in a 
more timely fashion with appropriate 
support in the community. 

“We are inviting people to give us 
their thoughts and comments on these 
proposals which will help us to shape 
our services for frail older people in 
the Vale of Glamorgan.” 

The eight-week engagement 
on the care of frail older people in 
the Vale of Glamorgan will end on 
November 1 and the Health Board 
will also hold a public workshop on 
Monday, September 23 between 1pm 
and 3.30pm at the Barry Memo Arts 
Centre, Gladstone Road, Barry, CF62 
8NA.
